More than 247,000.000 people live on 
the more than 1.000.000 square miles 
of Indian land ruled by King George 
as Emperor of India. 
India, with an area half as large 
as the United States, has a popula­ 
tion virtually three times as great. 
More than 318,000.000 people who 
speak 222 languages live within the 
geographical boundaries of India. 
Thirty of these languages are more 
prevalent than English, which is 
spoken by only 308.000 persons. 
Princes Alarmed 
Alarm to the reigning Indian 
princes was caused when Oandhi’s 
civil disobedience campaign extended 
into Mafia state, near Wadhwan. 
about IOO miles west of Baroda. 
This was the first time the na­ 
tionalist campaign had 
emerged 
from British India to enter an in­ 
dependent state. 
Most of the powerful princes since 
have come out in support of the 
British government. The Nizam of 
Hyderabad, wealthiest of Indian po­ 
tentates. issued a manifesto urging 
his people to have nothing to do 
with Gandhi's disobedience cam­ 
paign. The Nizam, a Mohamme­ 
dan, is leader of approximately 70,- 
000,000 Indian Moslems. 
Support Crown 
The Maharajah of Bikaner, sec­ 
ond largest of the states in Rajpu- 
tana; the Maharajah of Rutlam, 
and the Rajah of Mandi also have 
evidenced support of the British 
crown. 
The Maharajah of Scindia of 
Gwalior, who recently died, once 
was quoted as saying, “If the Brit­ 
ish were to withdraw from India 
altogether, the country would be 
plunged into chaos.” 
Indian states outside of British 
India embrt.ee the widest variety 
of country and Jurisdiction. 
They 
vary in size from Lawa, in Rajpu- 
tana, with an area of 19 square 
miles, to great states Ilk# Hydera­ 
bad with a population of 13.000,000 
The states came into being under 
diverse conditions. After the now 
historic mutiny of 1857, the domin­ 
ions of the East India company 
were transformed to the British 
crown and became British India. 
Then Queen Victoria issued her 
declaration of policy toward the in­ 
dependent Indian states, stating 
that Great Britain desired no ex­ 
tension of its territorial possessions 
in India, and would permit no en- | 
croachments upon possessions of 
the Indian princes.

ABUSED NATION 


League 
Proposes To 
Loan 
Money In Case Of 
War. 


By P. I. Llpscy. Jr.

(AP*—Several 
political 
questions ripe for hot debate will 
be broached when the “financial as­ 
sistance” scheme for discouraging 
war comes before the assembly of 
the League of Nations in September. 
The draft convention which the 
assembly will consider provides that 
in the event of war or in the likeli­ 
hood of an international rupture, an 
attacked member of the league shall 
be given prompt financial aid in 
order to restore or preserve peace. 
Favor Loans 
This assistance would be in the 
form of loans guaranteed by other 
states, parties to the agreement, and 
would be forwarded by vote of the 
league council. 
The first disagreement on this 
plan may arise on the question of 


whether the treaty shall be applied 
when war is threatened, or only 
after armed conflict has begun. 
The majority of members of the 
league commission which prepared 
the draft convention favored the 
awarding of assistance when hos­ 
tilities seemed imminent. But Ger­ 
many, Canada, Italy and Japan be­ 
lieved that the council should not 
authorize a loan until war had actu­ 
ally 
broken out. 
This minority 
group has advanced the following 
provision: 
Would Assist 
“If in a crisis the council con­ 
siders that there is a danger of 
war, it may notify the parties to the 
dispute that financial assistance will 
be granted to the state against 
which one of the parties to the 
dispute goes to war 
At the same 
time, the council will take all pre­ 
paratory measures in order that fi­ 
nancial assistance may be promptly 
accorded directly war breaks out.” 
Another question which must bt* 
settled is whether the council in cast* 
oi war “must” award the financial 
support, or only “may” do so. Some 
states favor leaving discretionary 
powers to the council, while others 
desire that the award shall be com­ 


pulsory. 
Great Britain is leader of a group 
which proposes that the financial 
aid shall not come until a general 
disarmament treaty has become a 
reality. Other states want the con­ 
vention effective without waiting for 
| disarmament.

It s the high­ 
est office to which he can aspire, 
because he was born in Ireland— 
and on St Patrick's day at that. 
Also, it marks the climax to the 
career of a one-time obscure immi­ 
grant, who has won fame anti for­ 
tune as sheepgrower, oil operator, 
banker, businessman and politician, 


Stevedore 
Senator Sullivan 
was 23 years 
old when he landed in New York 
in 1888. and got his first job as a 
stevedore. 
But he was quick to 
realize that the New York docks 
offered little opportunity for him. 
So he decided to go west. 
It was his plan to go as far as 
Butte, Montana, but after spending 
every dollar that he had, he found 
that his ticket read Rawlins. Wy­ 
oming. There he stopped 
I was the most unsophisticated 
tenderfoot you can imagine.* he 
says, “when I landed in Rawlins.
